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Foreword 

The  Reunification  of  Hong  Kong  with  China  was  an  important  historical  event.  Although  viewed  by 
many  as  being  the  natural  course  of  development  and  reasonable  arrangement,  different  people  would  hold 
different  opinion,  harbour  different  feelings  and  conceive  different  response.  These  insights  and  experience, 
like  snap  shots  we  take  of  our  lives,  would  render  its  most  impressive  only  when  taken  at  opportune  timing, 
thus  lending  truth,  historical  value  and  interest  to  the  event. 

It  was  in  this  spirit  that  the  Diocese  had  undertaken  to  host  the  many  competitions,  so  that  people 
from  all  walks  of  life,  regardless  of  age  and  sex.  may  through  art  and  literature  convey  their  sentiments  of 
this  part  of  our  history.  Since  the  quantity  of  participants  and  quality  of  entries  turned  out  to  exceed  our 
expectation,  it  would  be  regrettable  to  let  such  energy  and  enthusiasm  pass  without  noting  the  effort  of  so 
many  as  part  of  the  reunification  process.  In  publishing  this  souvenir  book,  we  keep  a  momentum  of  this 
era  and  we  leave  behind  testimony  and  reference  for  historians  of  the  future  should  they  wish  to  probe  into 
this  cross  section  of  an  extraordinary  past,  so  that  they  would  be  able  to  find  out  how  people  reflected  on 
the  events  of  our  times. 

I  should  like  to  thank  each  and  every  participant  of  the  competitions  and  thanksgiving  service: 
members  of  the  Diocese  Committee  for  Reunification  Activities,  those  who  participated  in  the  Editorial  Sub- 
Committee,  together  with  the  Diocesan  Welfare  Council,  the  various  Councils  for  secondary,  primary 
school  and  kindergarten  co-presented  this  series  of  activities.  As  matter  of  course,  winners  of  the  competitions 
should  be  congratulated,  for  not  only  have  they  won  in  prize,  their  greatest  gain  was  the  achievement  of 
their  own  masterpieces.  Let  us  dedicate  this  book  to  them,  that  their  contributions  may  glorify  God  and  be 
good  to  people  from  generation  to  generation.

Times  flies  and  we  are  celebrating  the  1st  Anniversary  of  the  Reunify  ation  of  I  long 

Kong  with  China.  1st  July  was  art  important  event  to  both  I  long  Kong  and  China,  e\  en  to 
the  whole  world.  This  event  drew  international  audience  from  all  over  the  world,  although 
they  may  not  know  much  about  Hong  Kong.  On  that  day,  Great  Britain  ended  her  colonial 
rule  over  Hong  Kong  for  a  century  and  a  half,  and  Hong  Kong  launched  into  a  new  era  ol 
existence. 

The  change  of  sovereignty  of  Hong  Kong  meant  an  end  for  the  embarassing  identity 
of  the  Hong  Kong  people,  being  neither  British  nor  Chinese.  Now,  the  populace  may 
rightfully  claim  Chinese  citizenship. 

The  Anglican  Church  built  churches,  established  education  institutions  and  played  a 
key  role  in  developing  welfare  services.  Rooted  in  Hong  Kong,  the  Anglican  Church  has 
served  the  community  faithfully  for  the  past  hundred  and  fifty  years.  Upon  the  historical 
moment  of  reunification  with  China,  Christians  are  bound  by  duty  to  exemplify  God's 
message  of  faith,  hope  and  love,  but  we  need  also  to  join  forces  in  shouldering  the 
responsibilities  of  service  in  unity  in  the  future.  Parishioners,  students,  teachers  and  welfare 
workers,  each  from  their  positions  in  life,  should  all  acknowledge  the  commitment  to  march 
towards  the  new  millenium  together. 

A  Reunification  Thanksgiving  Service  was  held  on  5th  July,  1997  at  St  John's  Cathedral, 
at  which  we  thanked  God  for  the  eventful  past  of  Hong  Kong,  asked  God  for  guidance  for 
the  present,  prayed  to  God  for  blessings  for  the  future,  so  that  the  people  of  Hong  Kong 
may  choose  their  path  wisely,  and  that  Hong  Kong  may  stay  a  blessed  homeland  for  us. 

Other  activities  for  the  commemoration  of  reunification  included  competitions  of  poster 
design,  slogan  writing,  essay  writing  and  colouring.  All  competitions  bear  the  theme  of 
reunification,  inviting  expressions  of  creativity.  The  Diocesan  Committee  for  Reunification 
Activities,  together  with  the  Diocesan  Welfare  Council,  the  various  Councils  for  secondarv, 
primary  school  and  kindergarten  co-presented  this  series  of  activities,  aiming  at  leading  all 
participants  to  gain  knowledge  of  the  real  meaning  of  reunification  with  China.  The 
competitions  embraced  people  from  all  social  backgrounds  and  ages,  totalling  over  100,000 
participants  in  all.  Preliminarv  rounds  of  competitions  took  place  in  schools,  and  3,767 
entries  from  churches,  schools  and  welfare  organisations  came  in  for  the  various  categories 
of  competitions.  Quality  of  the  entries  was  most  impressive  and  worthwhile  of  preservation, 
hence  we  see  the  necessity  of  compiling  this  souvenir  book  to  commemorate  the  effort  of  so 
many  during  the  reunification  period,  hence  testifying  to  the  concerted  participation  of 
Anglican  parishioners,  students,  teachers,  and  welfare  workers. 

Lastly,  I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  towards  the  members  of  the  Diocesan 
Committee  for  Reunification  Activities,  the  Diocesan  Welfare  Council,  principals  and 
teachers  of  secondary,  primary  schools  and  kindergartens,  and  all  who  worked  very  hard 
to  contribute  towards  the  publication  of  this  souvenir  album.

By  the  abundant  grace  of  God,  Hong  Kong 
had  flourished  into  one  of  the  most 
influential  cities  in  the  world.

As  we  venture  forth 
with  "one  country,  two  systems",  we  should 
take  advantage  of  the  best  of  both  systems 
so  that  we  may  lay  sound  foundation  for  a 
perfect  system  for  the  future.
